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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments regarding the previous 
rejection of claim 26 have been considered but have been found not persuasive. Applicants argue that since PPARalpha agonists reduce 
1 1beta-HSD1 gene expression, an ordinary skilled artisan would not be motivated to add it to another composition that also reduces 
1 1 beta-HSD1 gene expression such as an 1 1 beta-HSD1 reductase inhibitor since 1 1 beta-HSD1 levels would already be reduced. As such, 
based on the state of the art, Applicants further argue that Applicants invention combining the two classes of compounds represents 
unexpected findings. These arguments are found not persuasive. It would be obvious to an ordinary skilled artisan to combine two 
compounds useful for the same purpose in order to achieve at least an additive effect. It would be obvious to combine PPARalpha agonists 
and compounds that reduce 11beta-HSD1 gene expression since PPARalpha agonists reduce 11beta-HSD1 gene expression and are 
useful in reducing cardiovascular disease risk and compounds such as DHEA which also reduce 1 1 beta-HSD1 gene expression and are 
useful in reducing the risk of cardiovascular disease. "It is prima facie obvious to combine two compositions each of which is taught by the 
prior art to be useful for the same purpose, in order to form a third composition to be used for the very same purpose ....[T]he idea of 
combining them flows logically from their having been individually taught in the prior art." In re Kerkhoven, 626 F.2d 846, 850,205 USPQ 
1069, 1072 (CCPA 1980). As such, Applicants findings are not considered unexpected rather expected based on the state of the art. The 
IDS submitted on June 4, 2009 has been reviewed, however, the Berger et al. reference was already considered on a previous IDS 
submitted and Applicants did not submit a copy of the Berthiaume et al. reference as such said references have not been considered. 
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
